NEW CHURCH 


The pastor says, “When we 
came here 5 years ago, the 
church had just been organ- 
ized, with 13 members. The 
Lord blessed in such a great 
way that we now have 108 
members. We were using an 
old dilapidated building that 
did not accommodate our at- 
tendance. After taking our 
needs to the Lord, we decided 
to launch a building program, 
trusting the Lord to help us. 
He had helped us before in 
building new churches at Oak- 
wood and Glamorgan, Va. 


“Now we have this new 
building shown here, which is 
40 by 60 feet, with full-sized 
basement for Sunday School 
rooms and a heating plant 
which cost $1,200. The church 
is completely equipped with 
new furniture, including a 
new piano. This building is 
valued at $20,000, and we lack 
only $2,000 having it paid for. 
We have also built and paid 
for a nice parsonage, in which 
we are living. It is valued at 
$5,000.

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DECLARATION OF FAITH

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THE HUMAN INTEREST SIDE OF OUR TRIP TO LONDON, ENGLAND 


At 8 p. m., June 24, 22 Church of 
God delegates of various states met 
in New York City at the El Al Israel 
Airlines office for a personal and lug- 
gage weigh-in. We soon discovered 
that the ticket agents were perplexed 
because the 57 passengers and luggage 
were 1,500 pounds overweight. The 
head agent said, “You preachers are 
too beeg, weigh too much.” Then he 
looked at a colored woman and said, 
“Look at her, she shoulda buy two 
seats.” He felt the same way when he 
looked at Brother J. H. Hughes, whom 
God has let develop into a giant-like 
man. The only thing to do was for 
some to leave a part of their luggage 
to follow later. 

We boarded “The Flying Tiger’— 
one called it “The Flying Dragon”— 
at 12 o’clock midnight, and the pilot 
taxied out'on the runway, while we 
were singing and praying. Half an 
hour passed, and the four motors were 
still roaring, but on the ground. Then 
the stewardess informed us, “There 
will be a delay of one and a half hours 
due to motor trouble.” So we went 
back to the station. We waited hour 
after hour until 7 a. m. before being 
invited to load up again. By that time 
there was quite a bit of apprehension. 
In the first place, we were supposed 
to have had a Constellation plane, in- 
stead of “The Flying Tiger,” which 
originally, it was said, had been used 
as a cargo plane. However, when the 
pilot, whom I understand had been 
General Eisenhower’s personal pilot, 
said, “Folks, I’m not going to do any- 
thing to hurt myself; therefore, I will 
not take this plane off the ground un- 
til everything is ship-shape,” we re- 
laxed. 

Soon we were off the ground and 
on our way on the first lap of the 
journey, taking us to Gander, New- 
foundland, a matter of a six-and-one- 
half-hour flight. There the plane was 
refueled, and we had a good meal, 
then took off for Efylvik, Iceland, a 
matter of an eight-and one-half-hour 
flight. When we arrived in Iceland, 
about 1 a. m., the sun was just setting, 
with its most lovely golden glow. We 
were in the land of the midnight sun, 
which has six months night and six 
months daylight. 

From Efylvik, Iceland, we flew to 
Amsterdam, Holland, a seven-and- 
one-half-hour flight. On this flight 
we were suddenly made aware that 


we were over the angry waters. The 
stewardess sweetly, yet matter-of- 
factly, gave us a sheet of paper con- 
taining “Ditching Procedures for a 
Water Landing.” Up to that time I 
hadn’t paid very much attention to 
the life vest in the pocket before me. 
Now, however, I read, “Prepare for 
ditching. Please do the following 
calmly: 1. If you wear glasses, remove 
them and any sharp objects from 
your person. 2. Male Passengers—re- 
move tie and loose collars .. .” About 
that time the plane seemed to sud- 
denly drop a thousand feet. While my 
heart was getting back down where it 
belonged, I was wondering if the ste- 
wardess wasn’t about ready to advise 
us to don our vests. I could almost see 
sharks and feel the cold water rolling 
over me. But it didn’t happen, thank 
the good Lord! 

We were in Amsterdam about two 
hours, and ate lunch, served by the 
waiters in their long, black coats, 
which really gave us an introduction 
to what we were to see in England. 

From there we flew on a British 
plane across the historic English 
Channel, a distance of about 250 miles, 
to London. Upon landing we took taxis 
for the Ford and Rosecourt hotels, 
where we stayed throughout the Con- 
ference. We arrived along in mid- 
afternoon, having made our entire 
trip in daylight. In fact, night did not 
come in London until 10 p. m. Day- 
light from 7 a. m. the 25th until 10 
p. m. the 26th was the longest stretch 
of daylight that I had ever seen. 

One of the first things we had to 
get accustomed to was the English 
money. You should have seen us 
studying the English money chart. We 
found that a penny is about as large 
as our 50c piece, and that two and 
a half shillings or a half crown 
equalled 35c; 10 shillings, $1.40; 20 
shillings, 1 pound, $2.80; and 5 pounds, 
$14.00. The people, as a general rule, 
gave us time to figure out the money. 
We began learning by paying bus fare. 
I never saw aS many busses, and es- 
pecially double-deck busses, in my life, 
and the place was also covered with 
old-fashioned taxis. (London is act- 
ually many years behind, when it 
comes to modern progress.) Many of 
the people who work, for ve lo 
wages, in the city, live in the su

thing terrific, on the sidewalks and 
in the busses, taxis, and subway 
trains, which run all under London. 
In some respects the customs of 
ondon are quite different to those in 
the United States. The men wear 
either derbies or homburgs and wool 
clothes, evidently the year round. The 
climate varies from 30 to 70 degrees. 
We were pretty well dressed for the 
weather, with the exception of our 
straw hats, which made us easily rec- 
ognized as Americans. You should 
have seen some of us who finally 
bought derbies and homburgs. Sister 
Bright almost refused to kiss me when 
I arrived home wearing my homburg. 

Another thing, the Londoners 
thought very little about water dur- 
ing their meals, and especially ice 
water. The only way we got ice water, 
which Americans are spoiled about, 
was by requesting, or rather insisting, 
on it. Brother A. L. Burroughs and I 
stepped in a little refreshment stand 
for some ice cream and cold drinks. 
The strawberry drinks were taken 
down from a shelf right over a stove, 
opened and handed to us, and they 


mism riding over pathos. I am glad 
our nation had a part in saving Lon- 
don from total destruction. Now I 
hope she will be able to save herself. 

Marble Arch, in Hyde Park, was 
close to where we were staying. Hyde 
Park is a cross between the Tower of 
Babel and Mars Hill. To those of you 
who have visited Cleveland Tenn., 
Courthouse Square on Saturdays, and 
heard the arguing, preaching. and de- 
bating, can know that it is only a 
miniature comparison to Hyde Park. 
It is nothing unusual to see 15 or 20 
groups, with from 100 to 200 in a 
group, surrounding a speaker or 
speakers, or a group singing. The 
speakers and arguments were for and 
against every government, philosophy, 
religion, science, or great or common 
subject to be thought of from the 
vulgar to the sublime. The gates were 
not closed until 12 o’clock midnight, 
and the disillusioned, restless people 
roamed about as if lost. We were in- 
formed that there is no law against 
prostitution in London. The actual 
sight of men and women, here and 
there in Hyde Park, having illicit re-

were about as hot as tea (tay). Of 
course, we had an awful time drink- 
ing them. Another thing we discov- 
ered was that the Englishmen do not 
drink their “tay” or coffee during the 
meal, but after. This is, of course, 
contrary to our custom. Some of the 
waitresses, upon becoming acquainted 
with us, served us ice water, coffee, 
or tea at the beginning of our meal, 
but many of them refused. In fact, 
we found that the Londoners general- 
ly had only one way of doing things. 
Of course, when they come over here, 
they will find that we have so many 
ways of doing things that actually, 
once in a while one will please. 

As we toured the city of London 
and saw where building after build- 
ing had been blown to bits, right in 
the heart of the city, we could not 
help thinking in complimentary terms 
of the great courage and fortitude of 
the Londoners du World War II. 
Another thing that filled our hearts

lations, fully aware that they were be- 
ing observed, was, indeed, repulsive. 
Yet, it is to be remembered that here 
in the States many cars are used as 
prostitution vehicles on roadsides and 
at open theaters. 

During the recess periods, or the 
days that the Conference was not in 
session, we visited many of the scenic 
places in London. After visiting sev- 
eral, and especially after going 
through historic Westminster Abbey, I 
wrote Sister Bright, “London is act- 
ually alive with dead peste Every 
direction I turn, there is a statue or 
grave of some great person who has 
been dead for hundreds of years.” 
London screeches with old age. Eng- 
land needs more great men today, es- 
pecially of the Whitefield, Wesley, and 
John Bunyan type. 

I had one very unusual experience 
while there. You know most of us who 
are middle-aged are having quite a 
bit of trouble with overweight. One 
day I went up on an elevator 4 stories, 
and when I came back down I had 
gained 28 pounds. However, in a short 
while after I returned to the hotel, I 








discovered that I had lost 14 pounds, 
and, in fact, by the time I weighed 
in the next morning for our return 
flight, I found that I had lost all but 
one of the 28 pounds that I had 
gained. How did I stand it? Well, you 
see, I had lost English pounds—money. 
My American avoirdupois was still up 
to par—you guess how much. 

Now we are at the London airport, 
and it is 4 8, 8:30 a. m. We board 
the British plane and take off, to dis- 
cover, after about a 15-minute flight, 
that the plane was circling and head- 
ing back to the airport. We were in- 
formed by the hostess that because of 
technical engine trouble, the plane 
was being taken back for exchange to 
another plane. After about 30 minutes, 
we were on our way to Amsterdam. 
We spent some time there, then load- 
ed into the “Flying Tiger,” had our 
devotional service while the motors 
were being warmed up for our take- 
off, to suddenly be informed that a 
bolt in the door had broken, and we 
could unload and return to the sta- 
tion until it was repaired. This we 
did. The door was removed; the bolt 
replaced; and in a short 
time we were up in the air and 
on our. way to Efylvik, Iceland; then 
from Iceland to Gander, Newfound- 
land, and from there, we came back to 
New York. Although the seats had 
been placed close together, and the 
General Overseer and I were so 
cramped between them we could 
hardly stand up, once we had the 
chance, and despite a few other un- 
pleasantries, we enjoyed a safe trip. 

I am sure I express the sentiment 
of the passengers when I say that 
our crews going and coming were of 
the very best and efficient type. Both 
crews said they had never had a load 
of passengers just like us, referring 
especially to our singing, praying, tes- 
tifying, and reading God’s Word, both 
to and from London. When the wheels 
struck the runway in New York we 
were singing “God Bless America,” 
a gave thanks to God for the safe 
trip. 
how may I tell you one of the most 
amusing things that happened on the 
entire trip. Upon our return, we had 
to go through the routine customs in- 
spection. We were all instructed to 
stand under the letter that began our 
names. We had already filled out a 
blank stating what we were bringing 
back with us. Some were merely asked 
questions, while others were requested 
to open their suitcases, and the in- 
spector gave them a thorough search- 
ing. Brother Frank Spivey was stand- 
ing under his letter, and just about 
everyone had been inspected and re- 
leased. I asked, “Haven’t they gotten 
to you yet?” He said, “No, and I’m 
standing under ‘S,’ and they’ve al- 
ready checked the fellow that was 
under ‘T.’ Another thing, I’ve observed 
that these inspectors are opening the 
ee of some, and others they are 
not.” 

I teasingly said, “Well, you know 
these fellows have been at the game 
a long time; they can look at a fellow 
and tell when he is honest.” 

He said, “You shouldn’t have said 
that; they may open my suitcase.”

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LOVE IN ALL DIRECTIONS

Text: John 3:16, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 


This scripture is the golden text of 
the Bible. It contains the gospel of 
Jesus Christ and is sufficient to save 
the entire world. Yes, I believe there 
is enough power in this scripture to 
Save you that are lost. 

Paul wrote to the church at Ephe- 
sus that they, “being rooted and 
grounded in love, might be able to 
comprehend with all saints what is 
the breadth, and length, and depth, 
and height; and to know the love of 
Christ, which passeth knowledge, that 
they might be filled with all the full- 
ness of God,” Eph. 3:17-19. While at- 
tending the General Assembly at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, I made a 
visit to a mountain near by. I was 
unable to estimate its magnitude un- 
til I talked with a man who told me 
that three miles of the mountain lay 
in Tennessee, 30 miles in Georgia, and 
40 miles in Alabama. When I thought 
of the mountain in all its measure- 
ments, I had a better understanding 
of its greatness. It is in this light that 
I want to discuss with you this won- 
derful text—the breadth, length, 
depth, and height of God’s love. 


GOD SO LOVED THE WORLD 

That is the breadth of His love, not 
the world of matter, for this earth, 
from the day that it was finished and 
pronounced “good” by its Maker, has 
never gone astray; it has walked in 
the straight and narrow way and has 
kept the original schedule without 
varying, bringing seed time and har- 
vest according to promise. But the 
world of men, which is the world that 
is meant—men made in the image of 
God; men who by transgression fell 
and lost their original purity, for as 
Isaiah writes, “All we like sheep have 
gone astray”—that is the world that 
God loves. This poor lost world of 
prodigal boys and girls away from the 
Father’s house, among strangers, with 
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tearful eyes and heavy hearts, is the 
world that God loves. These are in all 
nations, continents, and isles of the 
sea; some are black, some brown, yel- 
low, white, but God loves them, and 
the great surprise is that God loves 
us all just the same. “For God is no 
respector of persons.” “He willeth not 
the death of any, but rather that all 
should come to repentance,” and the 
invitation is unto all, “Whosoever will, 
let him come and take the water of 
life freely.” I thank God for a “who- 
soever will” gospel and a “whosoever 
will” church. It is the purpose and 
intent of the Church of God to preach 
the ‘gospel to the whole world and to 
fill each community, hamlet, town, 
state, and nation with this, the great- 
est love story ever told. 


THAT HE GAVE HIS ONLY BEGOT- 
TEN SON 

That is the length of His love. Jesus 
said to His disciples, in speaking of 
God’s care of them, “If ye, being evil 
(or human), know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit unto them that ask 


him?” and in another place, “Give 
good gifts unto them that ask him.” 
It has now been translated into a 
home expression, “If ye know how to 
love and provide for your children, 
then realize that God knows more, 
and can do more for you than you 
can do for your children.” How tar 
will a father go for his child? 


I read the account of a young man 
that had been convicted in the court 
room and was facing a very hard sen- 
tence. His old dad, with tears in his 
eyes, lifted himself with the aid of a 
cane and said, with a choked voice, 
that he would like to request to the 
judge that he serve the time of his 
wayward son, since he knew that a 
term in the penitentiary would ruin 
his life. The judge could not grant his 
request, though his face was bathed 
in tears. Later the precious old dad 
was found on his knees in a snow 
blizzard; his face, turned upward, 
was covered with frozen tears. He was 
taken to a physician’s office, and 
when his bony hands were thawed 
out they found he was clutching a pe- 
tition, with 500 names signed, to get 
his son out on parole. He had worked 
long and hard for this, and had gone 
as far as he could. The burden was 
too heavy for him to carry farther, so 
he laid down and died; he had 
reached the length of his love. 

I want to tell you, dear readers, that 
above the love of a father for his 
wayward son, there is the love of God 
for every sinner in this world. The 
love of a father for his son is shown 
in the story of David and his son, 
Absalom. I see David pacing up and 
down before his palace gate; his son, 
Absalom, is leading an army of re- 
bellion against David’s kingdom, but 
David is not concerned for his own 
safety, but for the welfare of his son. 
A runner approaches. “Is the young 
man Absalom safe?” is the question 
of the anxious father. When David 
learned the truth concerning his son, 
he turned away with a heart-cry th 
reaches across the centuries and fin 
a response in the hearts of parents 
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who have prodigal boys and girls dy- 
ing in sin: “O Absalom, Absalom, my 
son, would to God I had died for thee, 
Absalom.” 

Jesus traveled the rough road to 
Calvary seeking to save that which 
was lost. He is sometimes like the 
good shepherd, traversing the desert 
and mountains; sometimes like the 
good Samaritan, binding up wounded 
bodies and healing broken hearts. Men 
saw God in the face of His Son as He 
died on the cross praying for those 
who were against Him, as if saying, 
“Father, I have done everything I 
could for your sin-lost children. Now I 
die for them, and my work is fin- 
ished.” God went as far for lost men 
as He could. He walked with men in 
cities made with hands that men 
might walk with Him in the city not 
made with hands. He walked with us 
across this vale of tears that we might 
walk with Him in glory. That is the 
length of His love. 


THAT WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH IN 
HIM SHOULD NOT PERISH 


That is the depth of His love. Isaiah 
said, “For peace I had great bitter- 
ness, but thou hast in love to my soul 
delivered it from the pit of corruption, 
for thou hast cast all my sins behind 
thy back”; this is the John 3:16 of the 
Old Testament. It says that it was in 
the pit of corruption that the love of 
God sent down after the souls of men. 
There is nothing sweeter in life than 
the persistent and penetrating power 
of the love of Jesus Christ for a lost 
soul. I thank God that the love of Je- 
sus was for me (and it is for you), 
seeing me as I was a sinner. My wife 
loved me at my best. When I went 
to see her, I wore my best clothes and 
tried to look my best. I exhibited my 
best disposition, never got mad, never 
gave expression to sinful love, and ap- 
peared to her at my best. It was in 
this condition she learned to love me. 
But God and His Son loved me at my 
worst, and lifted me out of the pit and 
put a new song in my soul. 

Friends, I want to tell you that Je- 
sus loves your soul, and that love will 
go down to the depths of human de- 
pravity; it matters not how deep in 
the pit of corruption your soul has 
gone. There is no love like the love of 
God. Look at the steps He made for 

‘ou, from the throne in heaven at the 
Father’s right hand to a rugged cross 
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on a rough hilltop between two thieves. 
That is the descent Jesus made for 
you and me. Jesus, by the grace of 
God, tasted death for every man; yes, 
He went deep enough to salvage every 
sin-wrecked man and woman in this 
storm-swept world, if they would but 
turn their weary eyes to Calvary and 
accept His salvation; His invitation is 
“to any man.” 


BUT HAVE EVERLASTING LIFE 


That is the height of His love. Ever- 
lasting life has the sweep of eternity. 
I understand that the magnolia tree 
in the colder climate of the Northern 
States grows in a tub and is carried 
indoors for the winter months. It nev- 
er reaches the height it should; it 
never blooms; it is nipped and 
dwarfed by the frosts; the season of 
growth is too short for it to reach 
its proper height. But I have seen this 
.tree here in the South, where the cli- 
mate is warm and balmy and the 
summer season is long. Here the tree 
grows large in diameter and in height. 
The flowers are as pure and white as 
the driven snow and as fragrant as 
the breath of spring. Jesus said, “I am 
come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abund- 


seen by God alone. Here we have un- 
finished tasks. After we have learned 
enough to begin to live, the machinery 
with which we operate gives way; the 
avenues through which we find ex- 
pression become clogged and refuse 
to work, and we fail to get our full 
growth. We have many setbacks, but 
our souls are like a caged eagle which 
hears the call of the heights and 
longs to go. We may not make great 
marks in this life, because of disabili- 
ties and conditions on the earth, but 
God, in His great preparation, can 
make us fit for eternal life and citi- 
zenship in His eternal kingdom. Then 
our winter experience here, where we 
have been kept back, will pass away 
and cease with time. The apostle John 
suggested the great measure of ever- 
lasting life when he said, “It doth not 
yet appear what we shall be, but we 
know that when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him, for we shall see him 
as he is”; and again, “What manner 
of love the Father hath bestowed up- 
on us that we should be called the 
sons of God.” That is the height of His 
love.

VISITS SOUTHWEST AFRICA

Dr. J. H. Saayman, Moderaéor of the 
Full Gospel Church of God in South 
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Africa, recently visited Southwest Af- 
rica, the great open field where people 
eagerly accept the Word of God. 

Hear it in his own words: “Greet- 
ings in Jesus’ name. I have just re- 
turned from Southwest Africa by 
plane this morning, and I am leaving 
for Cape Town tomorrow morning, so 
I thought I better let you know how 
we got on. The dear Lord most gra- 
ciously blessed our efforts. We had 600 
decisions for Christ in 8 days. I trav- 
elled 1,900 miles, 800 in a Ford one-ton 
truck and 1,100 by ie gen We slept in 
the open every night and conducted 
meetings every night. 

“Brother and Sister P. J. van der 
Walt, the North Carolina ministers’ 
missionaries, and I worked together. 
We had, according to an estimate by 
the compound manager’s clerk, about 
2,000 natives in the meeting, and, 
praise the Lord, our hearts were 
thrilled with joy to overflowing when 
more than 500 accepted Christ in one 
meeting. I had my stop film projector 


and showed them a picture on the life 
and crucifixion of our Lord. After the 
meeting a native man came to me 
and said (through an interpreter) 
that a few nights ago an angel of the 
Lord appeared to him and told him 
that men of God would come to them 
and show them more of the Lord. An- 
other one came forward and said he 
had dreamed the previous night that 
men came and told them of the way 
of salvation. They had their witnesses 
whom they had told of their dreams 
and visions. One man looked me in 
the face and said, ‘What must I do 
now? I only want to serve Jesus.’ Let 
me assure you, brother, I almost 
wanted to stay and build a tabernacle 
there. Surely the brethren in North 
Carolina must feel that the reward 
for their undertaking in supporting a 
missionary in this field is great. Kind- 
ly convey this good news to them. Our 
Brother and Sister van der Walt are 
more than encouraged to see how the 
Lord has opened the door for them. 
We will be building a memorial hall 
at Isumeb. 

“The Myren (North Dakota) Me- 
morial Hall was dedicated last Sun- 
day a week ago, when I was at Kei- 
moes. It is a real beautiful hall; the 
brethren spent 312 pounds, instead of 
200 pounds. There must have been 
over 300 natives at the opening.”

Pages could be written giving ac- 
counts of these terrible incidents, yet 
it seems, after we hear of many of 
these instances, we almost regard it 
as common-place just as the delayed 
war that is being fought in Korea. 
Thousands and tens of thousands of 
our boys are being killed on the bat- 
tlefield, yet we are little concerned 
about it. These are perilous times, 
dangerous times, times when men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear of 
the things that are coming upon the 
world. Cruel, unregenerate Catholics 
are continuing their persecution of 
the Protestants at every turn, and 
blocking their entrance into the mis- 
sion fields. 

Recently, Pope Pius XII, in a pas- 
toral letter concerning the Romanian 
Church, urged the people to pray that 
the church might have complete liber- 
ty to proclaim the Catholic religion in 
both public and private in the country. 
Then at the same time the Roman 
Catholic heirarchy in Columbia is 
seeking to deprive Protestants the 
right to make aed public profession of 
their faith, limiting them to the sole 
privileges of worshiping in their 
churches. I could cite numbers of in- 
stances where the Roman Catholics 
have greatly hindered the entrance of 


missionaries into different fields. 

I want to give you a copy of a letter 
I have just received from a brother 
with whom I have corresponded for a 
number of years. He is a precious 
Pentecostal minister, with a burden 
for lost souls. I am withholding his 
name for his protection: 

“As you already know in other let- 
ters that I have sent you, now I say 
in this what I have written to others, 
that you in that great country of lib- 
erty are not aware of the conditions 
existing here among the evangelical 
Spaniards, even~ though the Roman 
Catholic and the press deny that they 
are persecuting the evangelical church 
to interrupt the service; the brethren 
were obligated to call the police, then 
everything was fixed up in an unex- 
pected manner, thank the Lord. The 
6th of the past month of April, Palm 
Sunday, some 30 to 40 students from 
the college went to the Lutheran 
Church and broke into it, as it had 
been closed and sealed by the orders 
of the governor of —; they entered 
and tore up the Bible and other books 
and took 200 pesetas that the pastor 
had in a box on the table. They want- 
ed to strangle the r mother of the 
and he was not at home when it 

appened but had gone to the house 
of a brother having a service. This 
peppenes at seven in the afternoon. 
After doing the damage they could in 
the church, the students went to the 
house of the service to interrupt the 
meeting, forcing the six people who 
were in the service to give up their , ( 





books that they had with them. The 
brother-in-law of this brother picked 
up a chair and began striking the stu- 
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dents with it, and the students re- 
turned the blows with clubs and belts. 
After they went into the streets sing- 
ing the “Ave Marias” and stuck papers 
on the walls of the house, saying, 
“Down with the Protestants!” The 
case was brought before the civil au- 
thorities, but as yet it is not known 
what the authorities will do with the 
students. We do not believe anything 
will happen, because they are the sons 
of the capitalists of society and stu- 
dents of the — College. 

“Yes, yes, there are persecutions in 
Spain, and we are eyewitnesses of 
them, I being one of the victims who 
was expelled from —, my native city, 
persecuted and expelled from —, and 
almost expelled from —, in the prov- 
ince of —. I cannot go to — — because 
the authorities are waiting for me to 
come that they may arrest me. If this 
is not persecution, what shall we call 
it? But in spite of all the persecution 
and opposition, the glorious gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ is going forward, 
and Satan does not like it. I continue 
in —, and thank the Lord that the 
authorities have not molested me for 


anything, since I respect and obey the | 


laws of the land, and ge for the au- 
thorities that God will bring them to 
a knowledge of the Scriptures so they 
will understand what the gospel is 
that we preach. The authorities are 
ignorant of what God has to say in 
His Word.” 

May I earnestly insist that you daily 
pray for our missionaries that God 
will direct them during these perilous 
times, give them His anointing, and 
grant that many souls will be won to

It was only a few yards from 
the place of execution for many who 
rejected Hitler’s policies’ They were 
hung there without mercy. 

We went through the prison where 
he spent a seven months’ imprison- 
ment.

SHARON’S MIRACULOUS RECOVERY 





On May 24 little five-year-old Shar- 
on Conn, daughter of Rev. and Mrs. 
Charles W. Conn, was stricken sud- 
denly with tetanus (lockjaw) caused 
by a cut foot. Convulsions having be- 
un even before she was admitted to 
he hospital, examination revealed 
that her case was very critical. Thus 
began’an hour-by-hour fight to save 
Sharon’s life for four long weeks. Be- 
ing unconscious for over three weeks 
and under an oxygen tent for about 
four weeks, she was kept in a private 
room where no visitors were allowed 
except her parents, and they only for 
a few minutes at a time. Even the 
slightest noise caused her to have a 
convulsion. For days, when the doctor 
was asked if there was any good 


thing he could tell about Sharon’s 
condition, he would reply, “It is an- 
other day—and every hour she re- 
mains alive is good.” Special nurses 
were with her every hour night and 
day for one month. 

One week after her admittance to 
the hospital, the doctors revealed that 
pneumonia had developed—a serious 
complication added to an already 
critical disease. Yet the doctors and 
nurses worked faithfully and skillful- 
ly, while hundreds of Christians in 
many places prayed earnestly in 
Sharon’s behalf, and God most won- 
derfully answered. This the doctors 
and ‘nurses were happy to acknowl- 
edge. In fact, Sharon’s special doctor 
admitted to Brother and Sister Conn 
that hers was the most severe tetanus 
case that had been admitted during 
his three years with the Grady Hos- 
pital, and that they could consider her 
recovery a miracle. 

This is the second miraculous re- 
covery from the very jaws of death by 
Sharon. The first was when as a tiny 
baby she was being destroyed by 
whooping cough. Therefore, Brother 
and Sister Conn feel that this is the 
third time that Sharon has been given 
to them. The first time, of course, at 
her birth.

er. 

If you should judge Sharon by her 
sweet carefree smile and health a 
pearance, you would never think she 
had just completed a long journey 
through the valley of the shadow of 
death.

REV. AND MRS. D. K. MURPHY 

Rev. D. K. Murphy 
was born in Obin 
County, Tenn., Feb. 
18, 1886. His mother 
died when he was 
about 3 years old. 
After his father 
married again, 
they moved to Ar- 
kansas, and D. K. 
stayed with them 
until he was 17 
years old. He re- 
members his father 
taking him to the 
old-time Baptist 
and Methodist 
brush arbor meetings when he was 
just a child, and his wishing in his 
heart he could know he would go to 
heaven when he died. In his early 
twenties he married Delpha May At- 
wood. In 1912 Brother Murphy was 
saved, sanctified, and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost in a revival meeting 
at Panama, Okla. His wife, also, was 
saved and sanctified in that revival 
and a few months later received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

Brother Murphy says, “I was called 
to preach that same year (1912), but 
did not undertake the mission until 
July, 1913. I was engaged in evan- 

elistic work for some time, and was 
irst licensed by the Assemblies of 
God. On July 14, 1930, I was licensed 
by the Church of God, of which I 
had already been a member about 2 
years. My pastoral work for the 
Church of God began in Joplin, Mo. 
I was ordained in 1934 and assigned to 
serve the State of Kansas as overseer. 
In 1935 I took up pastoral work again 
in Missouri. In 1940 we came to Cali- 
fornia and I began pastoral and evan- 
gelistic work. 

“It has not all been rosy for Sister 
Murphy and our nine children, 6 girls 
and 3 boys, but,the Lord has been 
with us, and for 20 years my preaching 
efforts were for the upbuilding of the 
Church of God as well as for the sal- 
vation of souls. I was retired in 1950.
